imported into China but sho also exports 
China grown opium to Hongkong, Snigon, 
Singapore. Bangkok and other places, 

Mr Loach, Councillor’ at the British 
Legation, i. his second Report on the 
Opium Question statos ;— : 

+4 Since the ond of Novombor, 1907, when 
the previous General Report on the Auti- 
Opium moyemont was written, the two 
most noticeable’ features have been the 
continued interest and onergy shown by 


the Ccntral Government in the question: 
ag compared with tho growing apathy 
evineed by tho provincial officials, and 
their lack of sustained effort to eradicate 
the evil.” 

‘As tho provincial officials are expected 
to carry out tho Wdicts, their actions are 
chielly to bo considered, and not the in- 
effectiva Edicta issued by the’ Central 
Government; Wo entirely fail to see why 
His Britannic Majesty's Minister should 
jay stress on tho Opium Edict of Septem. 
ber 20th, 1906, which is meroly an Edict or 
wish expressed by the Government of 
China, and hea mover to our knowledge 
become o Treaty between the Chinese 
Gavornrent and:the British Government. 
Woe would point out that Treaties do oxist 
between England and Chins regarding the 
formor’s trado and commerce, and wo 
submit that so longras those Treabies remain 
unrepemed, British Morchants tr-ding in 
tho Far East, and, as wa hava already 
pointed out, purchasing thelr merchandise 
direct from the British Government, 
should have the protection afforded thom 
by those Treaties. ; 

The result of the two recent attompts by 
the Vicoroy of Nanking and by the Vicero: 
of the Two Kwange, to interfere wit! 
legitimate trade have on each occasion 
caused a heavy drop in prices, and a falling 
off in deliveries, resulting in heavy loss to 
the British Morchnuta and a complete 
disorganization of tha trade in Raw Opium. 

We would emphasize the fact that pres« 
sure was brought’to bear upon the Viceroy 
of the Two. Kwange ‘by tho cnergatic 
action of the Consul-Gonoral in Canton, 
so that tho Regulations which he 
sought to enforco throughout the 
Kwang Tung Province wore withdrawo 
in the City of Canton, yet in other Pre- 
fectures theso Regulations have been 
brought into force, native deslors in taw 
opium have been fined and imprisoned by 
the. Provincial Authorities at Chiu Chow: 
and Wai Chow, thus causing extromes un- 
easiness amongst’ the local Ohinese, which 
haa provented them purchasing raw opium 


and thus causing a complote disorganiza- |- 


tion ofthe Trade.and 4 riolont decline in 
ricos, resulting in much ‘loss to ‘the 
‘oraign ‘Merchant and a general want of 
confidence in the fnturo. : 
- Finally, we would wish to point out.that 
Britieh interests are so widely and heavily 
involved in tho opium trado that the whole | 
question should.be approached with the 
utmost gravity. ‘Before the British Go- 
vernment involve themselves in’ further 
diplomatic action with the’ Chinese, con- 
clusivo proof should be.adduced to clearly. 
show that the Chinese Authorities arg, not 
only well intentioned, but, have taken steps 
atleast proportionately equal to those being, 
taken by way of curtniling the production 
hy the British Government. _._

Ha then proceeds to argue that, although 
the numerical superiority of the British 
Navy over the German naval forces is 
formidable on paper, the real superiority 
is not 50 great as to render a naval war 
a hopeless undertaking for Germany. 
“An Anglo-German war,” proceeds 
voy AnLEFELD, “would be as revolting 
and foolish an event, judged from on 
international political point of view, as 
could be imagined; nevertheless, thcre 
éxista in Germany a lively desire to 
with British 
armaments;”- which means in lain 
language {that German naval officers, 
from a purely professional as distin- 


become acquainted 


guished from a political point of view, 
would like to reveal their efficiency by 
trying conclusions with a worthy rival. 
“The British Navy,” continues, our 
friendly critic, “was formerly superior 
to ours simply in the number of 
warships, but recently the British 
Admiralty introduced the policy of 
superiority in tho size of battleships, 
and this policy proved a fatal mistake. 
Contrary to the expectations of the 
British Admiralty, nono of the rival 
naval Powers were alarmed at the in- 
creased expenditure, but, following Great 
Britain’s example, built Dreadnoughts 
with all possible speed. The rapid 
construction of Dreadnoughts. has thus 
produced serious disadvantages for 
England, especially in tho introduction 
of the enlarged type of battleship, which 
has rendered -the entire Fleet which 
England hitherto possessed more or 
Jess obsolete, and -ensbled tha rival 
naval Powers to begin the race for 
naval supremacy on equal terms. Great 
Britain’s quantitative superiority to the 
other naval Powers is thus. less form- 
‘idable than was formerly the case.” 
Regarding the training of crows, the 
Vice-Admiral points out that the long- 
service system prevalent in Great 
Britsin offers advantages over the three 
years’ period served by German blue- 
Jackets who are conscripta, while, on 
the other hand, the reeruiting system 
involves the danger of a shortage in 
hands, which ig already evident in the 
case of stokers.

“The 
British official, whois practically justand 
iree-and-easy in ‘his association with the 
natives and is generally: beloved, 
understands how téobtain the confidence 
of the conquered races, and how to 
‘gain their support for the beneficent 
policy of enlightened goverament. He 
is no bureaucrat enveloped in red tape. 
His colonising genius -consists in bis 
power of insight, in his capacity of adapt- 
ing himself to local conditions, and in 
his tolerance. “The atmosphere of free- 
dom and independence which is charac 
teristic of the Mother-countty ia also 
found in India. ‘Jobn Bull’ is master 
of India, but-he seldom commands, and 
still ‘more seldom prohibits. Great, 
Britain’s moral influence has created the 
India of to-day and it holds the Indian 
Empire together... England watera 
the Indian deserts, assists the inhabitants 
in leading a peaceful existence, bestows 
the blessings of civilisation on the 
natives, and honours public services 
without distinction of race or colour.” 
Such is the opinion held by the man 
who dedicates his book to Lady Broop, 
the, wife of Lieut.-General Sir Bavvon 
Boop, “In sincere admiration and 
reverence for the Englishwoman in 
India to whom England owes not: the 
least of her position and power in that 
country,” ee :

THE MANILA CARNIVAL. 


Hongkong Defeated in Polo 
and Tennis.

: ~ Mania, February 3. 

It is now possible to ‘pick ap the threads 
and supplement my previous hurriedly 
written lines of introduction with a fow 
interesting dotails in reference to the scope 
of the Carnival and the evonta of the open- 
ing day: First of all it should be stated 
that this festival, which, prior to Tast year, 
was a distinct novelty tothe Orient, ia to 
become an annwal institution, . The extent 
of tha stride from tho -1908 celebration to 
that of this year is in itself the strongest 
guarantes that tho Carnival has come to 
stay in Manila; and there ig uo reason 
whatever why from 1910 onwards Hong- 
kong should not annually sond over its 
hundreds of visitors to participate in the 
joys of this oity of fun and pleasure. 

Compared with nab year's event 
there is o marked advance made in 
tho direction of providing illustrations 
of the industrial possibilities of the 
Phillipines, the provincial villages, with 
their’ dusky-skinned, — strangely-adornod 
natives, together with exhibits of the pro- 
ducts of each place, attracting mo little 
attention. But just now it is folt that, 
until the gathering becomes firmly exta- 
blishad, the purely Carnival element must 
predominate, although eventually it is 
hoped to even branch out into a full-blown 
Exposition such asthe Americans are wont 
to revel in, 

The opening yesterday oftcrnoon was 
conspicous by the entire absence of anything 
formal orceromonial. The hoisting of tle 
Stara and Stripes at the main entrance to 
tho Carnival grounds, the firing of a fow 
rockets, and the simultanuous playing ‘of 
“+The Star Stangled Banner” by six bands 
stationed at different points, constituted 
the whole of the inauguration circum- 
stances. Our Hongkong band, the 13th 
Rajputs, took upa commanding position at 
tho base of the magnilicent white statute of 
the Godess of Liberty, facing the entrance, 
and a big crowd gathered round and were 
not by any means slow in indicating their 
enjoyment of the strains supplied by these 
Indian musicians. The afternoon was 
largely nup in sight-seoing and sido- 
show ing, though the appearance of a 
procession of Moro natives, beating tow- 
tows aud engaging in strange dances, in- 
torested visitors for some considerable 


sime. j ~ 

At hight the Curnival grounds were 
transformed into Fniry-land by the effective 
schomo of illumination brought into full 
operation, Crowds soon flocked into the 
exteusive enclosure and the scone became 
ono of gaudy animation, where the Carnival 
spirit made its first appearance,in: the un- 
bounded mirth and jollity of the truly 
cosmopolitan gathering of pleasure sookers. 

Tho Hippodrome, a huge ampitheatre 
with seating accommodation for quite 
12,000 peaple, drew an immense: crowd 
at9 p.m, when there was a parade of all 
the ‘units tnking part in the Carnival, 
‘There where all manner of interests repre- 
sented here—Military, Naval, athletic, 
eomic, etc, ad as each body made ‘its 
appearance cheers went up from the thou- 
sands, of onlookers. one wore more 
heartily recoived than the Rajputs Band 
playing. lively American sire. Then 
‘ollowed a series of naval and military dis- 
plays which were little short of marvellous, 
the precision with which the various drills 
aud’ miovementa were carried out: being 
cloquont-in testifying to the thoroughness 
with which the men had been trained, 
Tho spectacular effects wore brilliant’ in 
the extremo, notablo fentures being tho 
figure-marching of the Carnival Lancers, 
the display by the Spanish “‘ Legion of 
Red Devils”, and the Roman chariot rao. 
An element of renlity ond excitement 
entered into tho appearance of the trio of 
chariots when, during the mad careering of 
the teams of horses around the track, one 
of the vehicles over-turned, while. its 
occupant rolled out on to the ground: and 
the spirited animals continued to dash 
along with the ovor-turned chariot flounder- 
ing in the rear. Fortunately there were 
so injuries, The temporary walled city 
which had boen erected along the-whole of 
one side of the Hippodrome was tho object 
of a combined attack by cavalry, artillery, 
naval Innding party, infantry, and scouts, 
aa the’ closing display for the night.

THE OPIUM COMMISSION. 

Speech by H.E.(Tuan Fang, 

, : : ngage! : : é ; : 

The Internatiowal Opium Commission 
was formally opened in Shanghai on Mon- 
day, February let, when H.E,, Tuati Fang, 
Viceroy of Nanking, delivered the follow- 
ing speech of welcome :— . 

Gentlemen.—Gn tho 20th of September, 
1906, an_ Imperial Edict was issued pro- 
hibiting the cultivation aud use of Opium 
throughout the Empire within the period 
of ten years, According to a Report.from 
the ‘Ministry concerned the result of an 
inquiry into the question shows that up to 
tho present progress hay been made in 
‘reducing’ the area under cultivation of the 
poppy plant in the various provinces, 

Asa matter of fact, the aran where the 
poppy has beon cultivated in the Kiangnan 
portion of Kiangsu provinco, has been now 
raduced by eighty per cent while it is on 
record that from the six provinces of 
Shansi, Yunnan, Fukien, Anhui, Honan 


and Heilungkiang, or Northern Manchuria, | 


memorials have been presented to the 
Throne reporting that the cultivation of 
the poppy will be entirely stopped by the 
winter of the prosont year in the above 
provinces. Even more than that, the 
gentiy and merchants of the verious pro- 
vinces ‘of the Empire have everywhere 
started societies to oxhort and assist opiam 
smokers to get rid of the baneful habit. 
For instance! we have an Association in 
Fukien province known as tho Anti-Poison 
Society which has been making consider- 
able progress in ita campaign sgainst the 
drug. ‘ . 

~ Indeed, from’ the present outlook, to- 
gether with the state of Public Opinion 
throughout-our Empire, there sre -grent 
hopes that the consumption of Optum can 
bo stopped in its entiraty before the end 
of tho prescribed limit of ton yeara. 

’ To-day it is my good fortune to be 
presont at this International Conforence, 
having been appointed by Imporial Re- 
script to open the proceedinzs, I am 
convinced that the countries of tho world 
recognize the benevolence and philnn- 
thropy which bave led to tho gathering of 
the present Conforence in the interests of 
éivilization, and I may atate that the people 
of our whole Empire are mosb grateful for 
it. It will need more eloquence than mine 
fittingly to oxpress the cordial weleome with 
which our country hails the imauguration 
of this Internationa! Opium Conference, 
but I may take this opportunity, first, 
respectfully, to tender the thanks of «my 
Government and that of the people of this 
Empire to the American Government for 
initiating the movement which has brought 
about this Conference, and, next, to thank 
the Governments of the various countries 
hero represented for go heartily joining 
in it, 

As the -Representative of the whole 
Empiro, I beg leavo to give this onference 
some of our ideas on thé subject in view, 

T may “bo permitted to‘oxpreas my belief 
that this Conforence: will be’ principally 
‘guided by feelings of reason, benovolence 
and philanthropy in ita dosiroto eradicate s 
poison and a baneto mankind. This\boing 
universally xecognized, it becomes us 
to-put aside all projudices of nationality’ 
and race ond be guided solely by that 
world-wide phildnthropy and ‘enlighten- 
ment which have broughtabont this In- 
ternational Conference. For instance, the 
manner in which the Governments of the 
‘countries concerned have set about to 

stop tho consumption of opium in. their 
colonies and dependencies ‘such as For- 
moss, Annam, the Philippine Islands, Java, 
ete., has been to undertake the monopoly 
of the sale of ‘opium: therein, a pro- 
cedure which China alono has not yet put 
into actual force... As a matter of fact, 


-the’ mere prohibition’ of opium with-| 


out the Government having the menopoly 
of the salo of the drug will prevent the 
Government from learning the number of 
persons suffering from the habit, nor can 
it put into effect any laws for the suppres- 
sion ‘of opium consumption, Mr Leech,
